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TuE unsatisfactory condition of the Ohio mining 
business over an extended area, embracing the 
Hocking Valley and the Straitsville and Massillon 
districts, both from an industrial and commercial 
point of view is suggestive of very serious re- 
fections. The truth must be told that a very 
general impressian prevails that coal operators 
themselves have not exhibited a sufficiently con- 
ciliatory disposition, that if not too persistent in 
their views it was yet within their power to have 
given a less arbitrary aspect to their decisions. 
The Massillon operators are determined to bring 
the miners to their own terms, but on the other 
hand, have to’ face equally resolute men, and 
the contest has become embittered by the very 
length of its continuance. There is no question 
that the operators whose men refuse to “ go down” 
anticipated at the outset an easy victory; but all 
calculations have been baffled and in many locali- 
ties a winter of starvation has had no effect in re- 
Both 
operators and men Lave got the idea in their heads 
that the fight is one of principle; there is no prin- 
ciple about it; itis resolute determination on one 
side and obstinacy on the other. There is nothing 
grand about strikes or heroic in having one’s own 
way. The Massillon miners appear to be at the 
root of all these troubles, for the Tuscarawas Valley 
and Straitsville district men are greatly guided by 
their action. The Massillon strikers complain, 
and not without some show of reason, that the non- 
payment for slack and also of nut of a given size, 
when both the slack and nut are marketable com- 
modities and of value, is unjust. In every dispute 
in the Ohio ‘eoal fields, whether about screens or 
wages, each sidé has something to plead. All that 
temains if foreign or black labor is not to be 
brought in, is that an effort be made to bring the 
Pending disputes to arbitration, to be settled by 
disinterested parties. The proposal might well be 
put forward. 











As micut well have been concluded from the 
general prosperity of trade, the business failures 
for the three completed months of the present year 
have been far less than any of the corresponding 
periods in the previous six years, both in number 
aud average amount. The total of failures for the 
Whole of the United States for the three months 
‘nding March 31st, was but 1,432, upwards of one 
thousénd: less ‘than in the first three months of 
1879; the liabilities being $12,777,074 against 
M3.112,665 last year, and the average amount to 
fach failure being only $8,922 against $17,081 in 
the corresponding period of 1879, nor does the 
‘Mount equal a fourth of the sum in that or any 
of the preceding five years. A great contributing 
‘ause to failures..is. the undue. expansion of the 








credit system, which leaves weak traders and man- 
ufacturers at the mercy of the slightest reaction 
in trade and industry. The sound condition of 
our currency is all in favor of continuing trade on 
a sound basis. Inflation is not so much as within 
the range of present. possibilities. 


The Message of the Mayor to the City Council 
is characterized by sound practical sense and its 
recommendations must meet general approval, 
whilst its financial statement as to the amount and 
discharge of city indebtedness is eminently sat- 
isfactory. At the same time that there has been a 
lower rate of levy on property than has been ex- 
perienced for eight years, the general and special 
debt of the city has been reduced to the extent of 
$738,231. The valuation on which the assessment 
was made was about $400,000 greater than that of 
1878, but nearly $3,000,000 less than for any other 
year since 1873. 
on hand January 1, 1879, amounted to $4,588,364.35, 
and the disbursements to $2,124,965.13, so that 
there remains to the credit of the different funds 
$2,464,897.33; the total disbursements from the 
general funds amounted to $1,023,557.27; the ord- 
inary expenses were $851,944.12, and $84,955.73 
was transferred to other funds, and were not in 
fact expenditures. For other than the ordinary 
expenses of the city government. $86,617.22 were 
expended. The Cleveland city government thus 
justifies itself on the ground of economy. As most 
citizens are aware, neither the water works, house 
of correction, police court or markets are a burden 
on the city exchequer, being self-sustaining. City 
disbursements have been little more than one-half 
over receipts. A point of especial gratulation is 
the increase in the valuation of city property. 
This property has increased from $69,444,682 in 
1873 to $70,548,104 in 1879, and wilt doubtless 
rapidly advance. The statement that since 1873 
it has fallen off over $3,000,000 is qualified by the 
consideration that that valuation relates to a 
period of inflation. Our outstanding liabilities 
are large but not oppressive. The total bonded 
debt of the city on the Ist of January, 1880, was 
$8,591,100. “This will probably,” remarks His Hon- 
or, “be increased this year, as the Supreme Court 
has enjoined the collection of taxes on property 
benefitted by special improvements, and re-assess- 
ments and new levies will be necessary and the en- 
tire sum added to the general debt of the city.’ 
For ourselves we would have been better pleased 
had the Mayor been enabled to add that extensive 
public improvements had been made during the 
year. Cleveland needs them, but the Fates decree 
that we must yet wait awhile. The Mayor is wise 
in his generation in suggesting that “‘we must be 
careful not to draw the rein so tightly as to inter- 
fere with or retard the growth or development of 
the city.” Adequate provision, as he observes, 
should be made for the deepening and keeping 
clear the Cuyahoga river, and seeing that the esti- 
mated outlay for this purpose is but $30,000, it is 
hard to conceive any reasons that should stand in 
the way of its prompt appropriation. Nothing is 
more urgent than the passing of an ordinance, as 
recommended, for regulating the building of new 
structures, more especially as a large proportion of 
the loss arising from fires, estimated for last year 
at two hundred and seventy-five thousand dollars, 
is traceable to faulty flues and defective construc- 
tion.

‘ously curtailed supply affords a readier opening to 


our own production. Artificial wines will continue, 
of course, to be manufactured to any required 
extent and to be drank, but pure-wines will always 
hold their own in the markets of the world, and 
purchasers at fair prices are never wanting. 
There is no reason why wine should not prove a 
prominent article of export, especially to England, 
where light and nutritious table’ wines are in con- 
tinuous request. The cheap wines of France, al- 
though admitted at an almost nominal duty have 
never become favorites, needing for their relish- 
ment what is known as an acquired taste, so that 
these are practically out of the range of competi- 
tion. Our Ohio wines need no specially educated 
taste and it is certain that if produced in sufficient 


abundance a large and profitable market would be} 


found for them across the Atlantic. In other 


words, the extent of grape area cultivated might 
with advantage be increased. 





THanks to the appropriation of $20,000 by Con- 
gress and the services of Professor Baird, chief of 
the United States Fish Commission, and Professor 
Goode of the Smithsonian Institute, our exhibit of 
American fish in casts, and display of canned, 
dried and salt fish and fresh bivalves, as well as 
of our processes of hatching and breeding at the 
Piscatorial Exhibition at Berlin, is exceedingly 
complete. Such is our success, that the New York 
Tribune, basing its statement on the letter of its 
Berlin correspondent, declares that this is the first 
time that the United States has ever been suitably 
represented in any single point at an International 
Exhibition, except her own, adding that “even in 
Philadelphia the display made by us was of the - 
shop, shoppy, rather than a picturesque or dram- 
atic exhibit setting forth our resources as a 
nation; there was, for example, not a single sign 
or indication from which a foreigner could gather 
that he was in a vast cotton-growing country; only 
one State hinted that she had. coal within her bor- 
ders; the enormous grain fields were represented 
by a few faded stalks of corn.” The same journal 
refers to the gigantic proportions of fish breeding " 
in Europe and Europe and suggests that though 
our paesent inexhaustible food supply has served 
to render it less profitable in this country than in 
China, Germany, France and Scotland, the day is 


probably soon coming when shrewd speculators, a 
will try the truth of the maxim that an acre of, . 


water is as profitable as an acre of land, if we 
know how to work it. 








WE record elsewhere the purchase of the entire 
equipment of an Englisn cotton mill to be brought 
over to this country; the purchasing money hav- 
ing been but a third of the original cost. This is 
a sign of the coming time when this country shall 
take the lead in textile manufactures. In addition, 
skilled workmen are being systematically brought 
over the Atlantic, constituting in themselves a 
source of future overflowing wealth. Castle Gar- 
den, New York, is being besieged by the agents of 
manufacturers and machinists to secure trained 
men. Abroad it is found that the leading me- 
chanics are for the most part ready to accept en- 
gagements. It would seem, indeed, as though the 
foreign centers of industries had resolved them- 
selves into training schools for artificers, designers, 
engineers, weavers and others who will give to us 
the full benefit of their acquired talents, and so 
materially contribute to our industrial develop- 
ment. The United States is recognized as afford- 
ing the fullest scope for natural and acquired ener- 
gies, in short, for the achievement of comfort and 
independence by those who possess any valuable 
ability whilst in old countries ‘all are cramped for 
room, and conventional usuages and artificial re- 
straints, habits, opinions and prejudices stand in 
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the way of the advancement of merit and its ob- 


taining its fall reward.

Tue men who brought about the “corner in 
grain” proved shrewder than they were taken for. 
After refusing to adjust their prices to rates rul- 
ing abroad, and keeping a whole fleet of sailing 
vessels idle at the port of New York, the regular 
lines of transatlantic steamers going in ballast, 
the New York grain syndicate all the while studi- 
ously misrepresenting foreign requirements and 
urging that Mark Lane would .yet have to suc- 
cumb, skilfully managed to unload, the biters at 
the bait being Western and several large Boston 
speculators.. As a result, both in Boston, Milwau- 
kee and Chicago there have been large failures 
with possibly bigger impending. No less than 34 
to 4 cents per bushel were paid to carry the wheat 
in Milwaukee and Chicago over April, and since 
the trades were made the price has declined 4 
cents per bushel. So, as the Milwaukee Trade 
Bulletin remarks, “the mourners go about the 
streets.” Men who cannot afford to lose, and who 
yet will not employ their own judgments, but fol- 
low in the wake of big fish, in what was essentially 
an immoral game, deserve little pity. The evi- 
dence was before their eyes that the earlier reports 
studiously circulated by the syndicate as to the 
requirements of Great Britain were falsified, and 
that there was no prospect of any considerable 
amount of the surplus here being taken at the 
prices that have been ruling. And now a large 
harvest is in prospect, and the belief is openly ex- 
pressed that wheat vet will sell at $1 per bushel. 











Let “those concerned” look sharply as to what 
foreign tin plates they purchase. The London 
Tronmonger calls the serious attention of purcha- | 
sers and users of such sheets to a letter by “ one 
who knows the trade.” It is a charge that makers 
of excellent samples, which have given the amplest 
satisfaction, get inferior plates for the second ord- | 
er. The correspondent observes: “Many large. 
firms of tin plate merchants buy common coke 
quality plates, and stipulate that, in addition to 
private brands being put on the boxes, there shall 
also be put the words ‘ Best Coke’ quality. These 
plates then pass to ‘the consumer and aré paid for 
as best coke. The maker is indifferent to this, as 
the brand is not his ‘B’ coke brand. Again, wasters 
are bought, but often on condition that ‘W’ (the 
sign for wasters) is not to be put on the box. 
These plates are subsequently sold as primes to 
the innocent consumer. Still worse is the fact that 
common coke waster plates are bought by export- 
ers with a clause in the contract that the quality 
of the plates is not to appear on the box.. When 
the plates arrive at the place of export the exporter 
brands them ‘Charcoal Primes,’ and the uninitiated 
consumer abroad pays for them accordingly.’”’. All

Tue Holloway Telegraph Bill, which passed the 
Columbus Senate last-week, is not to be regarded 
simply as a victory for the American Union Com- 
pany over the Western Union but as asserting a 
principle of vast importance, in accord with pub- 
lic policy.

specific purpose of facilitating travel and convey- 
ing freight. They have no rights beyond what 
pertains to the carrying on of railway business. 
The ordinary directness of railway lines, the ab- 
sence of physical obstructions to the erections of 
posts and the laying of wires alongside the tracks, 
render them the most desirable of telegraphic 
routes for long distances. We have heard enough 
of the powerful corporations which control the 
trunk lines of the country establishing preferen- 
tial rates, but to give exclusive -preference to a tel- 
egraphic company is something: worse. Such a 
system might be brought in time to exclude all 
competition. The public wants the completest 
security for the freest possible eompetition.

The prophecy that more gas will be burnt this 
year thau in the last will doubtless be fulfilled. 
Inventions and even improvements cannot always 
be made impromptu, and even were electricity 
thoroughly subdued by the hand of science and 
proved to be preferable under all circumstances to 
gas as an illuminator, no little amount of time 
would be required to invade the domain occupied 
by the lordly gas proprietary. In the matter of 
electricity, what with its own expectations, and | 
what with the announced hopes of inventors, the | 
public has decidedly been too impatient, though 
this restlessness has been in part justified by its 
helplessness under gas monopolies. Formerly five, 
ten or fifteen years were counted as nothing in 
waiting for inventive improvements in any given 
line; but the activity of the modern mind is such, 
and the wants of the world are so exacting, that 
genius in its persistent toil is apt to be perturbed 
and be baffled in its efforts by too great haste to 
realize results. We have heard little heretofore of 
electricity as a motor, though years and years ago 
a small model mill turned by it was exhibited at 
a Fair of the Liverpool Mechanics’ Institute, but 
news comes from Prussia that an elevated railway 
has been planned for Berlin the cars of which are 
to be set in motion by a series of dynamo-electric 
machines, one being placed under each carriage, 
these machines being acted on by a stationary en- 
gine placed at the extremity of the line. Curiously

Ir THERE is one cause more powerful than an- 
other to which this country owes the extension of 
its foreign trade in manufactures, it exists in the 
special capacity of adaptation to the needs of other 
nations, preceded by a careful study of what these 
needs are.

Re- 
munerative prices are paid for this specialty of 
labor, the demand being about equal to the supply. 


Cuicago Industrial World: Mr, George W. For- 
ney, carriage manufacturer, Manéfield, started in 
that city on the 15th of January, 1880 and in the 
first week turned out 75 carriages. He is now 
making 100 per week, and when operating to the 
full capacity of the works will manufacture from 
200 to 300 per week. He .is.now working some 80 
men and expects soon to give employment to 
double his present force.

Almost every; town in Ohio and Pennsylvania 
has its tradition. Always a variation of the same 
old story of how the Indians formerly came with 
ponies and leaving some to keep guard to see 
that the rest were not followed. The first party 
would go, none knew where, and return in a few 
hours or days as the case might be with their po- 
nies loaded down with lead or lead ore so pure as 
to be used for bullets without the trouble of smelt- 
ing. General Bierce has told the same old story 
in regard to Akron and the place is located in a 
dozen different parts of the county by as many 
different parties. While the appearance of the 
Indians with lead was no doubt true, the story 
that it wasj obtained,in this locality is absurdly 
faise. No lead, copper, gold or silver,was ever found 
in, Summit county or Northern Ohio. except in the 
smallest possible quantities in the surface gravel, 
for no rocks containing ‘them occur in this section 
of the State. A'small piece of copper was picked 
up at the foot of the mound on Lewis Miller’s 
grounds ashort time since, but it was only a 
nugget washed down from the Lake Superior re- 
gions. So far as gold is concerned any attempt to 
utilize the insignificant quantity found in the 
“drift gravels” will. result about like Prof. Orton 
reports from Clermont County; “One or two thou- 
sand dollars in cash and more than this in labor, 
were expended in ill-judged schemes without other 
results than bringing into circulation a few score 
dollars worth of Clermont County gold.” The | 
Indians probably went to meet other parties of 
Indians, and obtained the lead from them by bar- 
ter, and ignorance of this fact has led hundreds of 
men to search far and near for minerals that have 
no existence in Summit County.—Summit County 
Beacon. 
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Cleveland tron Business. 


The iron market at this point has been for some 
in much the same condition as Keats’ fairy, “wan- 
ing, willing and afraid.” Mill men, almost with- 
outexception, considered the advance to a 4-cent 
card unfortunate, because unjustified, and have 
therefore been willing to submit to a reduction, 
which they have from the first considered inevitable. 
The reduction to 3.20 while intended to stimu- 
late the demand, causes fear that the result will be 
of a contrary nature, since it will support the argu- 
ment that the business is by no means what it has 
been represented to be, and that the fature may 
havein store a still more sweeping decline. There 
has been considerable cutting in this market for 
two weeks at least, and it is rumored that sales have 
been made as low as 3} cents, but the majority of 
makers have held nominally for 34 cents or better. 
There is just sufficient doubt as tothe future to 
render mill owners cautious and to check any ten- 
dency toincrease the means of production. There 
are miils in this section which would have started 
ere this had the excitement continued or expecta- 
tions been realized, but at present there is no dis- 
position to set their rollers in motion until there 
are at least better assurance .that their products 
will be needed to satisfy the demand. Current 
orders are good, and the jobbing trade reports a 
steady increase, resulting from the reduction of the 
stocks purchased’under the excitement of the hour. 
Mills are sold ahead toa considerable extent, but 
not, as in some other Markets, for the summer, and 
these contracts are not so pressing as to prevent 
the filling of all incoming orders or to reduce 
stocks in their city warehouses below a fair show- 
ing.—Bradstreets Weekly.

Farming Under the Sea. 


The fact is not generally known that within three 
hours’ ride of Boston a’ large and profitable busi- 
ness has been carried on since 1848 along the sea- 
shore, and which is nothing more nor less than 
“farming under the sea.” Everywhere upon the 
coasts of eastern New England may be found, ten 
feet below the water mark, the lichen known as 
carrageen—the “Irish Moss” of commerce. It may 
be torn from the sunken rocks any where, and yet 
the little seaport of Scituate is almost the only 
place'in the country where it is gathered and 
cured. This village is the great centre of the moss 
business in the country, and the entire Union draws 
its supplies from these beaches. Long rakes are 
used in tilling this marine farm, and, it,does not 
take long to fill the many dories that await the 
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and fathers gather the moss from the sea, and the 
wives and daughters prepare it for the market. 
Soak it in water and it will melt away toa jelly. 
Boil it in milk and a delicious white and creamy 
blanc-mange is the result. The annual product is 
from ten to fifteen thousand barrels, and it brings 
$50,000 into the town, which sum is shared by one 
hundred and fifty families. Its consumption in 
the manufacture of lager beer is very large, and 
the entire beer of the country draws its supplies 
from Scituate beaches, as the importation from 
Ireland has almost ceased. It is not generally 
known that the moss, as an article of food, is called 
“sea moss farina.”

The Growth of the Silk Trade. 
. The wondrous growth of the silk industry in the 
United States is well illustrated in a speech of Mr. 


John Ryle, ex-Mayor of Paterson—perhaps the 


first successful pioneer in this industry—upon the 
present subject matter, April 8th, 1876, before the 
Paterson Board of Trade. He said that “in 1839 
he went to New York to purchase stock, when he 
was forced to travel all over the city, and at last - 
only succeeded in finding a half bale of raw silk in 
a back street, the other half of which had gone to 
Philadelphia.” Thus and on this’ oceasion only 
one-half a bale of raw silk was to be found in the 
nation’s commercial metropolis, the other half hav- 
ing gone to Philadelphia. One bale divided be- 
tween the sovereign States of New Jersey and Pen- 
sylvania. Forty years have passed since then, but 
the custom-house records of the two ports’ of New 
York city and San Francisco show the importa- 
tion of raw silk for the last six years to have ex- 
ceeded 70,000 bales of the value of $35,000,000, the 
average price per bale being about $500. The 
compensation for labor in this industry stands 
conspicuous among all the other industries of New 
Jersey, inasmuch as it presents for skilled adults 
better prices for labor not over-tasked, and for boys 
and girls fair compensation for work which is both 
attractive and elevating in its tendency. 


National Demands for Food. 
It would be interesting, says the Springfield 
Republican, to know what leads particular nations 
to take to particular articles of food. Why this 
country leads the world in coffee, England in tea 
and Spain in chocolate; why more sugar is used 
here per head than in any other country; and 
last, why half the Malaga raisins grown come to 
the United States. The annual yield is about 
2,450,000 boxes of twenty pounds each; last sea- 
son the crop was short, giving only about 2,000,- 
000 boxes, and of this yield the United States 
took one-half.

This should be put on the 
outside as lightly as possible, and heated till the 
required black polish is obtained. 


A Goop Inpeisite Inx.—The following is rec- 
» ommended :—Twenty parts of potassa are dissolved 
in boiling water, 10 parts of fine cut leather chips, 
and 5 parts of flowers of sulphur are added, and 
the whole heated in an iron kettle until it 1s evap- 
orated to dryness. Then the heat is continued un- 
til the mass becomes soft, care being taken that 
it does not ignite. The pot is now removed from 
the fire, allowed to cool, water is added, the solu- 
tion stirred, and preserved in bottles. This ink 
flows easily from the pen. 


To Remove Rust from Steer.—Steel which has 
rusted can be cleaned by brushing with a paste 
composed of 4 0z. cyanide potassium, } oz. castile 
soap, 1 oz. whiting, and ‘water sufficient to form a 
paste. The steel should first be washed with a 
solution of 4 0z. cyanide potassium in 2 oz. water. 
To preserve steel rails from rusting, a good method 
is to paint them with melted caoutchouc, to which 
some oil has been added. The caoutchouc must 
be melted in'a close vessel to prevent its burning, 
and should be frequently stirred. It is also said 
that dipping the steel in a solution of common 
soda (about 1 in 4) will preserve it from rusting.

Saws. History, Development and Action. Classi- 
fication and Comparison; Manufacture, Care, 
and Use of. Saws of all kinds. By Robert Grim- 
shaw. Large octavo. Profusely Illustrated. Part-

There exists, as all are aware, a vast amount of 
scattered information respecting saws, such as it 
would be impossible for manufacturers and wood 
workers themselves to collate, whilst there is much 
in addition which though embodied in inventions 
and practice remains unwritten. The present work 
by an eminent engineer is a complete retropect of 
the changes made in the construction of saws ac- 
cording to their purposes, with modifications and 
adaptations that have taken place, and the ration- 
ale of the cutting action. It is eminently scientific as | 
well as practical. A serviceable feature allowing 
of ready comparison and determination ofthe mer- 
its of saws is their classification according to style 
of construction and uses. ‘The appendices contain 
details of manufacture, setting, swaging, gum- 
ming, filing &c, with directions as to the care and 
notes as to the use of saws; also tables of gauges, 
log measurements, lists of saw patents and other 
valuable information. The practical experience of 
the writer and his knowledge of continental and 
English as well as American practice haye given 
him special advantages; his colleague, Prof. Exner 
of the Vienna Practical High School, and who was 
upon the Wood Working Machinery jury of the 
last Paris Exposition, is already favorably known 
for his very exhaustive treatise on Saws and saw- 
ing Machinery (Hand Saye und Sage Machinen.)

COAL. 


Elsewhere this journal fully explains the posi- 
tion of the coal mining imdustry of Ohio. At this 
time the miners of the Straitsville district and 
Hocking Valley are at work. In the Straitsville 
district, Bead & Co., with other large coal opera- 
tors have given to the miners all they asked 
namely 80 cents per ton. It is thé same in the 
Hocking district where all the miners 
are again at work resuming at the same figure. 
Inthe Massillon district the men on strike 
who have “gone down” at operators prices have 
for the most part withdrawn the instanee of 
the striking miners. Had the Massillon operators 
succeeded in securing the agreement of their 
miners to a reduction of 10 cents per ton the 
Straitsville and as. miners would have ac- 
ceded to the same uction, but their efforts 
have proved fntile.
